Welcome, one and all to Stockton Soccer Club's 20th 
Anniversary Presentatiom Night Dinner. 


Although 1992 is being celebrated as our anniversary 
here at Stockton Soccer Club, the history of Soccer in our 
suburb goes back to 1896 whem a club was formed by local 
coalminers in the Summer of that year. The first natch 
played by that team was against Carrington. at Carrington 
in april, 1897. That meeting resulted in Carrington 
winning the game(2-0), however Stockton shared the points 
im the return match(t-1) later that seasom, The strip worn 
in those bygone days was blue shirts with white braces. 

In those days, Stockton was a coalmining town and when the 
mine eventually closed, interest in the game faded and so 
the club faded into history. 


During the early Fears of the 1970's, many of the 
junior players from Stockton would have to seek alternat- 
ive clubs or else "give up the game" due to the lack of a 
senior club in Stockton, In 1972, Gary Norris, coach of 
one of the Junior Club's sides, approached Col Gray(Pres- 
ident) and Frank East(Secretary) of the Junior Club with g 
view to the Junior Club backing a senior team. With the 
approval of the Junior Club, Gary Norris then persuaded 
team-mate, Leigh Fraser to become imvolved in forming the 
first senior team which would contest the 1973 season, The 
team consisted mainly of friends of Gary and Leigh plus a 
number of ex-junior players, thus heralding the beginning 
of the "new. Stockton Soccer Cluh, of which Leigh Fraser 
would become the first President and would later gain life 
membership. 


As a result of the Junior Club's backing, the team was 
allowed the use of Corroba Oval, the juniors also supplied 
the strip = poe with grey stripes and black plastic num- 
bers - for the senior team to wear. The Junior Club facil- 
itated the first few shaky years of the Senior Club with 
Col Gray and Frank East as Co-President and Co-Secretary 
respectively of both clubs, In 1975, Leigh Praser was el- 
ected President of the Senior Club as it gained it's aut 
onomy. 


Without the efforts of Col Gray, Frank East, Gary Norr- 
is, Leigh Fraser and Mick Slater(our current President), 
atts daubtful that Stockton Soccer Club would've survived 
those first few years, Our debut season was in the 1973 
Protestant Churches First Divisiom where we took out the 
Minor Premiership honours but lost out to New Lambton Bap- 
tists in the Major Premiership Gramd Final(4-3). The team 
that competed in that first season was made up of the 
following players:~ Leigh Fraser, Gary Norriss Peter Legg- 
att, Dennis Pitt, Tony Watt, George Adams, Vince Russell, 
Mick Slater, Greg Walmsley, Greg Cook, Brett Fraser, Mick 
Lee, Robert Lee and Gary McLemahan. As player interest 
increased, 1974 saw the club entering two teams in the 
Hunter. Valley All-Age Competition, again meeting with 
success as the No.1 team taking out both Competition and 
Grand Final honours. With the renewed interest and the 
progression of junior players into our club, it was now 
able to field 1st, 2nd and 3rd Grade teames and im 1975, 
we entered the Northerm N.S.W. Soccer Federation Third 
Division Competition with all grades finishing mid-table 
for that. season. The 1976 and 1977 seasons also saw us 
performing well but, alas no honours. In 1978 though, our 
then-Second Grade team made the Seni-Final only to be 
beaten by Swansea Workers(4-1) while Third Grade got all 
the way to the Grand Final but lost to Beresfield(2-0). 
Again, it was felt that our lower grades' successes were 
due to the growing depth within the club arising from the 
Junior Club's players coming up through the grades, 


1972-1992 


Stockton played out the 1979 seascn without attaining 
any honours but in 1980, our Second Grade reached the 
Final but were beaten(4-3 on penalties after full-time 
tied score). Third Grade were Grand-Finalists but were 
beaten(1-0) by Cooks Hill. The 4981 Season was one we'd 
rather forget} 


The 1982 season saw the restructuring of the Northern 
N.S.W.e Soccer Federation Competition with the abandonment 
of the State League and the reduction of grades from three 
to two(First, Secom and Third reduced to First and 
Reserve), As a result of this restructuring, Stockton was 
relegated to a newly-created Fourth Division with First 
Grade finishing 6th and Reserves finishing 8th in their 
respective tables. In 1983 we started our long climb up to 
First Division. We began. by winning the 1983 Minor Prem- 
iership on goal-averages over South Wallsend and Tomago 
Eagles, then took out Grand Final honours, beating South 
Wallsend(2-0) while Reserve Grade finished the season in 
a creditable 6th spot. These results were enough to lift 
us into Third Division in 1984. 


For Stocktom, the 1984 season brought with it a new 
Player/coach named Graham Bull, whose career included 
stints at Adamstown Rosebuds and Maitland Magpies, who 
brought with his new, young and experienced players like 
the Elphick Brothers( Doug and Jim), Brian Whitehead and 
Tony Foote to our club, Both grades were successful that 
year with Minor and Major Premiership honours to the Res- 
erves while First Grade wom the Minor Premiership outright 
but lost the Grand Final to Lambton Jaffas(2-1). We 
weren't worried though, we were on our way up to Second 
Division! 

1985 was the first of three seasons in the Second Dive 
ision for Stockton Soccer Club, who by now were Playing in 
the black and gold strip for a number of years and were 
becoming more and more known as the "Sharks", This season 
saw us back to three grades again with the inclusion of an. 
Under 18%s Grade which finished a creditable Sth in it's 
debut season while Firsts and Reserves finished 3rd in 
their respective tables. Graham Bull was again coach with 
Tony Foote as hig assistant, a pairing that was to contin- 
ue into 1986, our second season in Second Division, it was 


to he, for First Grade, the first of two back-to-back 
Minor Premierships, , 7 


For Stockton Soccer Club, 1986 and 1987 were two magic 
years. We won the Minor Premiership in both seasons, in 
1986 with Belmont beating us on penalties in the Prelin- 
inary Final and in 1987 with us getting our own back by 
beating Belmont in the Major Semi-Final, again on penal- 
ties(who cam ever forget Norm Bruhn having to save a pen- 
alty kick - twhee? The Referse had judged Norm to have 
moved the first time and ordered the shot he taken again 
eeeseand Norm saved it - agaim! Then he turned around and 
kicked the winning goalt) then to be beaten by arch-rival 
team, Cessnock Cityt1.0). Reserves came 2nd in 1986 and, 
like First Grade, were bundled out of the playoff series 
by a determined Belmont side(8-7 om penalties after full- 
time tied score), The Under 18's finished 9th in '86 but 
not for want of trying. 1986 wasm't to be their year but 
better things lay ahead for them. : 


Club History comtinues - Page 2 
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The 1987 Season would prove to he our last in Second 
Division(or so we thought at the time) as the Graham Bull/ 
Tony Foote combination took us to the second of those 
Back-to-Back Minor Premierships aud then on to the *87 
Grand Final against Cessnock as mentioned earlier(for the 
reader's interest, Cessnock also play in Black and Gold 
strip). Reserves and Under 18's both finished 5th for '87 
with BL1} Rice as coach for Under 18's that year, a coach 
well-liked and respected by his charges for the efforts he 
put in on their behalf, For First Grade, the combined 
successes of '86 and '87 aa well as the strength gained by 
attracting more players through our three years in Second 
Division meamt only one thing, we were on the move agalty 
next stop: FIRST DIVISION! 


Our debut season in First Divisiom in 1988 was certain- 
ly no pienic for either First or Reserve Grades although 
eur First. Grade mamaged to pull off, some surprise results, 
like beating Adamstown Rosebuda(4-3) for a start! This was 
to be the Under 18's Grade's big year. Coached by Geoff 
Freenan, they were to finish 4th in their table and secure 
a spot tn the Semi-Finals only to be beaten(3-0) by a 
desperate Belmont team. First Grade were “Wooden Spooners" 
for probably the first time in club history but stayed in 
First Division due to Central Coast Association's joining 
the Sydney competition. 


Of the three coaches involved, Graham Buli(Firsts), 
Lee Bennis(Reserves) and Geoff Freeman(Under 18's), only 
Geoff Freeman had any real success to speak of in 88, 
Indeed, in recognition of his work, the Under 18's Grade 
made a special presentation to Geoff om the evening of the 
1988 Annual Presentation Night(Saturday, 15th October), 
For Graham and Lee, it wasn't ome of their best years 
though not for want of trying. 


Midway through 1989, Graham Bull resigned as coach of 
Stockton, citing family and business reasons, hardding the 
reins to Craig Grills and Bruce Murphy while Terry 
O'Reilly(Geoff Freeman's successor) carried on in the 
Under 18's Grade coaching position. First Grade finished 
8th as did Under 18's while Reserves finished marginally 
better in 5th spot. 


Craig Grills and Bruce Murphy continued coaching the 
First and Reserve Grades in 1990 and 1991 and these. two 
years saw cousiderable improvements in the senior grades 
with First Grade finishing 5th in 1990, just missing out 
on a Semi-Final spot(pipped at the post by Edgeworth) and 
Reserves a worthy 6th spot. Under 19's(as they were now 
called) were "Wooden Spooners" in 1990. For Craig Grills, 
the 1991 season was to be his "swan song" as he retired 
at the end of that seasom, Bruce Murphy also announced 
his retirement but had second thoughts and is back coach- 
ing our 1992 First Grade Side, Under 19's, coached by 
David Storm, finished 10th bu not without a struggle! 


This brings us now to this season and again we see the 
Northern N.S.W.e Soccer Federation with "itchy feet", Tem 
years after their last restucturing and they're at it 
again! and yet again Stockton is relegated to a lower 
division, This time it's from First to Second Division in 
a Tevamped 2-Bivision/10 team competition with Reserve 
Grade abolished, leaving only Firsts and Under 19's(now 
called Youth Grade). 


Where to from here? Stockton is using this season to 
actively press our claim for First Division Status by 
finishing at, or as close to. the top.of the table as poss- 
ible, The rest is, as they say, "in the lap of the gods!"

&GoalMouth Looks Back 


My involvement with Stockton: Soccer Club began. by ny 
getting to know Eddie Tymam in 1982, He told me he played 
Soccer with the local team and, as I got to know him a 
little better, I started going up to Corroba Oval. with 
hima to watch some of the games. I should point out here 
that I'd met Mick Slater 9 years earlier when I was living 
up in Roxburgh Street and Mick had bought my Grandfather's 
house at 112(I lived at 114). I was aware of the team in 
it's early days but my visits to the games were few and 
far betweem. Anyway, back to my story. I'd started going 
going to Stocktonm's home games initially at the invitatiom 
of Eddie Tynan and in 198%, started going along at my own 
vollition, EF went to all their home games up to the end of 
the season and them made the effort of at least seeing one 
away game, which was the last of the season against Tech 
College at Tighes Hill who, at the time were "wooden 
Spooners". We lost that.game, as the records wilk show, 
and it Caused an upset as we were now tied on points with 
South Wallsend and Tomago Eagles. We did, however, win 
that year's Minor Premiership on goal-averages(as stated 
elsewhere in this took). We also won the Major Premiership 
for 1983 against Bauth Wallsend, I might add, 


It was Eddie Tynan's suggestion to me that T should 
arite a mewspaper columm on behalf of Stockton Soccer Club 
after reading some of my "Letters To The Editor" in the 
Newcastle Herald, So, one day in May, 1984, Eddie spoke to 
Tam Stirrat, then President of the club, with the idea of 
‘ne writing the column. Ian a@reed and the rest is, as they 
say, history! EF got to work immediately thereafter and 
produced the first edition of what was then known as 
"Soccer Report", That first; item detailed the club'a Minor 
and Major Premiership wins in 1983 plus attempting toa. 
catch up to what had happened so far in the 1984 season. 


The local mewspaper, the "Stockton Messenger" was owned 
amd rum by an expatriot German fellow named Bob Raupach at 
the time I submitted that first Soccer Report. The paper 
he produced was 8 pages, each being about the size of A4 
typing paper (give or take am imch here or there), coming 
out once a month. The paper had it's beginnings around the 
time of our Ferry dispute, around 1980(theré had been 
another Ferry dispute since then). Writing for a monthly 
mewspaper meant that one had a lot to cover in the limited 
space available. f had. four weeks worth of matches to 
cover and, with two grades, that meant eight matches for 
each edition(whew!). So I was very relieved when the paper 
changed to fortnightly issues and enlarged page size. This 
change was very timely as it occurred about. the time we 
were promoted imto Second Division resujting in our adding 
an Under 18's grade to our line-up. So now I had six games 
to review every two weekse 


Initially the columm was mamed "Soccer Report" and IT 
had ascumed the pseudonym "Goal-Mouth", under which name T 
conducted the columm, The columm became known as "From The 
Goal-Mouth" by accidental substitution of my pseudonym for 
the title and the mame stuck, I was half-deciding to call 
it that amyway and the decision was made for me as it 
were. Bob Raupach continued to run the paper a few more 
years then handed it over to a young 1?-year-old named 
Troy Duncam who then ran the paper for a period of a 
little over 18 months and. in that period, did a commend- 
able job. After Troy Duncan's tenure as Editor, the paper 
had a uncertaim future. This affected not only myself but 
a number of other contributing writers. Eventually, the 
running of the paper was takem over by Mr. Peter storey, 
who continues to run the paper to this day so the future 
is assured for this column. 
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Goal-Mouth Looks Back continued.... 


The 1986 Annual General Meeting went along as normally. 


as Annual General Meetings tend to ga, I attemded as I do 
each year but after I left this particular meeting, the 
Committee got together and mamed me as Publicity Officer, 
It was Phil Kamines who informed we of the decision later 
that evening. E had beem acting as defacto Publicity 
Officer anyway so I guess they just wanted to make it 
official. 


The duties of a Publicity Offgcer are varied, they can 
range from just reporting(through newspaper columns) the — 
goings-on of the club, both on field and off(game details, 
social events and such-like) or they can extend right up 
to producing(or assisting in production of): matchday 
programmes, posters advertising games, and Annual Present- 
&Btion Night Souvenir Books. The matchday programmes are a 
collaboration between Graham Parsons(Secretary) and my- 
self, I write the preview and/or review segments while 
Graham hunts up statistics and other details and puts the 
whole thing together while my main concerns are the newoe 
paper column and the posters advertising our home games. 
At the end of each season, there is the Annual Present- 
ation Night, held within the first two weeks of Octoher, 
Back in 1986, I started what has now become tradition for 
our club — the Annual Presentation Night Souvenir Boak, 
These books are now just as much a part of our Present- 
ation nights as those ever-so-crazy "Raw Prawn Awardst! 
and, without Graham's valued assistance, these books just 
wouldn't be possible! 


Our matchday programmes have met favourable response 
from quite a number of other clubs, some even emulating 
us by starting their own matchday programmes, This is all 
very encouraging for us as we continue to develop the 
"Shark Attack" which we began in 1988, our first year in 
First Division. 


Poster advertising has beem part of my duties since 
1986. Those first. posters were rather crude attempts of 
my own design but were soon superseded by posters from 
the Northern N.S.8, Soccer Federation which first had to 
be reduced to a more convenient and acceptable size, this 
being done by Ian Stirrat. I continued using these for a 
few years but then reverted to my own designs and still 
do so today. 


This season, 1992, is my ninth of being connected. with 


‘Stockton Soccer Club, I heartily congratulate the club on 


it's 20th Anniversary and certainly hope to. be around when 
We perenrare 50 years in 2022! What a celebration that'll) 
e!
